Clinic Is Active 


More than 1214 patients have been 
examined by the travelling clinic 
sent oul by the department of health 
at the eight points so far visited, 
according to figures compiled on 
Wednesday by Dr, M. R. Bow, deputy 
minister of health.

THE FAIR 


The fair opens a week from next 
Monday. This is the time for Edmon- 
ton people to extend invitations to out 
of town friends and business acquaint- 
ances to visit the city during exhibition 
week. If that were done in any general 
way there is no doubt that the result 
would be a substantially larger attend- 
ance than can be otherwise expected. As 
the city and its trading interests bene- 
fit in proportion as the fair draws peo- 
ple from outlying points, it is good busi- 
ness to add the “personal touch” to 
the general publicity effort. 


WAGES BETTER THAN DOLES 


Provided the difference in cost is not 
greater than in ordinary excavation 
work, the taxpayers would almost cer- 
tainly approve the use of hand labor in 
the waterworks construction that is to 
be carried on by the city. <A strict re- 
gard for the economic advantages of 
machinery has to be modified by consid- 
eration for men who need employment 
when the opportunities for securing em- 
ployment are insufficient to go round. 

And it might be that in the long run 
money would be saved by having work 
of this kind done by the more expen- 
sive hand labor. The more men who are 
kept employed during the summer the 
less demand there is likely to be for 
force work or relief measures next win- 
ter. In the interests of everybody con- 
cerned it is better to pay out money to 
keep men at work than to pay it out 
later on to keep them in idleness. 


THE BIG TRUCK 


The city council is considering the 
setting of a limit to the loads which 
may be carted about the city on trucks, 
because of the excessive wear and tear 
to which the pavement is exposed by 
them. 

That this damage is excessive there 


does not seem to be much room to 
doubt. Most of the pavement was laid 
when a five ton load of coal, on a steel- 


shod wagon or sleigh, was the maximum 
Strain that had to be considered. Now 
that trucks have grown to the propor- 
tions of flat cars, carrying loads which 
are said to sometimes scale fifteen tons 
or more, the paving is subjected to 
weights which it was not planned nor 
built to sustain. 

The pave‘i street is of course not the 
only one affected. The graded and the 


gravelled roadway are in the same 
plight; as may be recognized when one 
of these monsters rolls along an un- 
paved street, shaking the houses upon 
either side to their foundations. What 
this vibration is doing to the sewer 
and water mains below the roadways is 
another point council will have to take 
into account, while its effect upon the 
life of buildings is not to be ignored. 

This question of the big truck, and 
what to do about it, is not therefore one 
that can be treated as a matter of trif- 
ling consequence. This ponderous ve- 
hicle that has rolled into the picture of 
modern commercial life has confronted 
the council of Edmonton—as of every 
other city—with a problem of its own 
generous dimensions, and which has a 
good many awkward angles. 


Those who read the published sum- 
mary of the first section of the Simon 
report on the situation in India were 
prepared for the recommendation that 
is made in the second just 
given out. The first volume of this 
comprehensive report presented a de- 
tailed picture of conditions in the vast 
group of countries, races, religions and 
languages that is known under the gen- 
eral name of India. The investigations 
necessary to the making of the picture 
occupied some two years, and involved 
journeyings throughout the length and 
breadth of the land. 

As the commission was composed of 
representatives of all three parties in 
the British parliament, and as the mem- 
bers are unanimous both in the por- 
trayal of conditiops and in the polic 
they propose, the report is unquestion- 
ably accurate as to the presentation of 
fact, and it reflects the matured jude- 

ment of a group of impartial mén as to 
how: Britain can best discharge its re-

sponsibilities toward the myriads in the 
great eastern empire. 

The commissioners recommend, in a 
word, that there be a steady advance 
toward the establishment of British In- 
dia eas a federal seif-governing state, 
modelled roughly on the dominion plan, 
but with large allowance for modifica- 
tions suited to the peculiarities of the 
country and its unparalelled admixture 
of peoples. They are not sure that the 
six hundred odd native states will want 
to come inio such a scheme, and do not 
propose any coercive measures to bring 
themin. Nor do they suggest that mat- 
ters be hurried, or that they could be 
hurried without doing more harm than 
good. Yhe approach to the dominion 
status will have tc be a matter of evolu- 
tion, and because India is India the evo- 
lution will have to be a slow process. 

It was to anticipate this report that 
Gandhi launched his ‘“‘passive resist- 
ance” rebellion. He does not want do- 
minion status, for the reason that under 
such an arrangement the Hindu would 
only be “one toad in the puddle”. He 
could never, under any conceivable poli- 
tical structure, be more than that, but 
Mr. Gandhi seems to be curiously im- 
pervious to the fact. His dream is an 
India in which the Hindu should not only 
rule himself, but would also rule scores 
of millions who do not belong to his 
race or religion or speak his language, 
and who would certainly not submit to 
his dominance. The alternative to do- 
minion status which Gandhi offers India 
is war, though, being a fanatic, he may 
not realize the fact.
